water fermented and flavoured,’’ it says 
there ; but the beverage tastes a good deal 
more complicated than that. The bottle 
from which my particular sample was 
taken had come, as a gift to my host, 
from a monastery in the midlands, where,

In that district honey is produced in huge 
quantities, and on the surrounding bog 
there 1s heather for all the bees that care 
to forage there. I was told that half a 
ton of honey remained with those makers 
of mead last year when enough of the stuff 
had been fermented... There was a printed 
inscription on the label of the bottle, but 
my meagre knowledge of the Irish lan- 
guare did not enable me to decipher it. 
In colour the mead was very much like a 
good. lemon syrup, and, while the flavour 
was delicious, it was not the flavour of 
honey. 


A New Plantation. 


It is very fitting that the Irish forestry 
authorities should have made such an 
extensive plantation on the wide slope of 
one of the Slieve Bloom range and in the 


sheltered valley at the foot Gf that 
mountain. The young trees are of different 
ages, and at this time of the year the 
far-flung, though orderly, ranks are at

Charles Dickens and the Slums. 


Because of the present . widespread 
movement for the demolition of the stums, 
both in England and in Ireland, I was 
the more deeply interested in an article 
by Charles Dickens in a treasured copy 
of “ Howisehold Words,’’. dated 1854.

FROM THE NORTHERN CAPITAL. 
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Colourless Budget : 


From Ovr Own COnRRESPONDENT. 
BELFAST. Friday. 


HE problem which the Northern 
Minister of Finance (Mr. Pollock) 
had to solve in preparing his Budget this 
year was to bridge a gap of £347,000, the 
excess of expenditure over the estimated 
revenue for the coming year.| ‘The expendt- 
tire will be £11,754,000 and the revenue 
only £11,407,000. To avoid imposing new 
taxation he secured the amount of the 
estimated deficit by ‘‘raiding’’ the Land 
Annuity Sinking Fund surplus to the 
extent of £100,000, the Constabulary 
Reward Fund to the extent of £12,000, 
while the Capital Fund for buildings will 
provide £100,000. An item of ex pendi- 
ture amounting to £150,000 is eliminated 
by transferring £400,000 from the Capital 
Fund to reserve, so that, the deficit is wiped 
out, and there is a surplus of £15,000; 
that. will. have’ te do duty thia year 
a» imperial contribution. | 
Durt the past eleven years over 
£25,000, has been paid by Northern 
Ireland as imperial contribution towards 
the maintenance of the Army, Navy, Air 
Force and Consular services; but it would 
appear as if this contribution is now 
reaching vanishing point. Seven-eighths 
of the taxation of Northern Ireland is 
imposed by the Imperial Parliament and, 
as the imperial contribution from Northern 
Ireland is the surplus of revenue over 
expenditure, the changes. in the taxation 
imposed by the Imperial Parliament are 
the principal cause of the decline in the 
contribution, It is gratifving that the 
Minister of Finance made clear the extra 
revenue which accrued to Northern Ireland 
as a result of the new tariff pciicy. in 
Great Britain. Of the increased sum of 
£1.078,900 from Customs ind Excise, 
approximately 40 per cent. was due to 
that policy. 


THE SOCIAL SERVICES. 


The maintenance of the social services 
in Northern Ireland on the same basis as 
Great Britain is, undoubtedly, putting a 
considerable strain on Northern finances. 
The Minister of Finance has balanced his 
Budget this year by the expedient of raid- 
ine surplus of capital funds over and 
above the requirements of these funds, 
but that is a method of getting revenue 
which is strictly limited and cannot be 
repeated every year. What; then; is to 
happen if the expenditure in the North 
continues to exceed revenue? Mr. Pollock 
explained that he found himself short of 
révenue which he expected from the 
British Exchequer under the Unemploy, 
ment Fand Re-insurance Agreement to the 
extent of £97,000. Under this agreement 
the Northern and British Funds are kept 
in a state of parity. ‘If unemployment 
gets worse in Great Britain, less is paid 
to Northern Ireland, and if it gets unduly 
bad, Northern Ireland may have to’ con- 
tribute to Great Britain. 

The Re-insurance Agreement plan has 
not. worked quite as satisfactorily as was 
anticipated, and Colonel Gordon, the 
energetic Unionist member for East Down, 
recently suggested that an effort should 
be made to re-amalgamate the unemploy- 
ment insurance funds of Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland and other social service 
funds where benefits are maintained at the 


| same level, There is much to be said for 


this point of view, as it would introduce 
more stability into the finances of Northern 
Ireland, and would remove a constant 
source of anxiety to the Ministry of 
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Expanding Social Services :

NO HOPE FOR FLAX, 


The belated final report of the Joint 
Standing Committee on Irish flax. is 
rather a hopeless document, which will 
not bring much comfort to the farmer. 
The entire report is summed up in the 
committee’s expression of ‘ regret that it 
has not been able to produce any major 
scheme for a substantial revival of 
the flax-growing industry m Northern 
Ireland.” It does make a strong recom- 
mendation that financial assistance be 
given by the Northern Government to 
farmers to encourage an increase in flax- 
growing,’ but it does not indicate where 
the money is to come from, or how it is 
to be expended, assuming that it will be 
forthcoming—which is very unlikely in 
view of the Government’s strong. objec- 
tion to subsidies. 

I recently suggested that the whole 
position in regard to the wheat quota as 
it affects Northern Ireland should be 
examined. Very little wheat is produced 
in the North, but millers have to pay the 
guaranteed price, and annually a large 
sum is sent from Northern Ireland under 
the quota system to benefit the British 
farmers who grow wheat. If a separate 
quota fund w..» established in Northern 
Ireland, it would be possible with this 
money to help Northern farmers who grow 
wheat and flax. <A subsidy in this way of 
2s. or 2s. 6d. per stone for flax would be 
a great incentive and encouragement to 
farmers to grow larger fiax crops, and it 
would not. handicap the Northern spinner, 
who would be able to continue to buy flax 
in the cheapest market.

It is possible, 
also, by considering the nature of these 
limitations, to judge how they can be used 
to the best artistic advantage. 

Where film differs from the other arts is 
that it is so fatally akin to superficial 
nature. L’euvre sort plus belle d'une 
forme au travail rebelle, and there is no 
doubt that an art-form must have ‘‘resist- 
ance ’’: as a medium it ought to offer 
Jimitations, and even obstacles, to the 
artist. “As Herr Arnheim points out, the 
media of the sculptor and painter are, in 
their unfinished state, not in the least like 
the natural object to be reproduced, but 
the camera-man has only to turn a handle 
in order to secure a reproduction, 

While a news-reel has no claims to be 
a work of art, the limitations of the 
cinema give enough “‘ resistance ” to the 
real artist, and must be welcomed, It is 
for this reason, Herr Arnheim holds; that, 
although every new invention is a tech- 
nical gain, it is an artistic loss. Every 
step nearer to nature abolishes one of the 
limitations and renders it more difficult 
to make an artistic success of the mate- 
rial. In what he ironically calls ‘ the 
fauitless film ’’——where sound, colour and 
stereoscopy will have succeeded in making 
it as naturalistic as possible—the cinema 
will have no right to consider itself as a 
separate art-form at all.

film must attain in time, with, perhaps. 
Mr. Aldous Huxley’s “ feelies’’ as the 
final development. Yet why, Herr 
Arnheim asks, should not the silent film 
and the present sound-film continue to be 
developed, too, inside their own limita- 
tions!

ACTION DISMISSED. 


(BEFORE JUDGE DAVITT.) 


John Hogan, of the Free State Army, 
stationed at the military aerodrome, Bal- 
donnel, claimed damages and costs against 
the Rev. Joha.Mulderry, C.C., Manor Kil- 
bride, Blessington, Co. Wicklow, by reason 
of the alleged negligence of defendant while 
driving his motor car, as a result of which 
the plaintiff received serious personal 
injuries. The action had been transferred 
from the High Court. 

Mr. Cawley (instructed by Mr. J. Y. 
Brady) appeared for the plaintiff, and Mr. 
Fk. Sherry {instructed by Messrs. Kennedy 
and McGonigal) for the defendant. 

The evidence of the plaintiff was that, on 
the 9th June of last vear, while he was riding 
a motor cycle, with Private Sweeney riding 
pillion, the defendant, coming from the 
opposite direction, crashed into him near 
Castlebaggot Cross-road, Co. Dublin. He was. 
thrown in front of the car and sustained 
injuries to his legs, while his cycle was 
damaged. Private Sweeney was not thrown 
off and sustained no injury. After the 
accident Father Mulderry said that he was 
very sorry, and that, if the bicycle was 
damaged, he would be prepared to defray the 
expense of repairs. He gave his name, and 
said that-he thought that they were both to 
blame for the accident. 

The motor cycle, it was stated, was pushed 
along the road for some twenty feet by the 


car. 

Father Mulderrv, in evidence, said that 
when he came within forty feet of the corner 
he turned his car still further in to his Jeft 
hand and proper side of the road. The motor 
bicycle came around the corner at a high 
speed, turned a little into the rider’s proper 
side, and then suddenly wobbled across to the 
other side of the road. The witness had by 
then brought his car to stop, and there was 
no-violent crash, nor, so far as the witness 
could see, was the plaintiff hurt. Hogan was, 
in fact, standing up, though his companion 
had either jumped off or had been thrown off. 
He looked upon the matter as a case of two 
fine young fellows out for an evening's en- 
joyment, and he considered that through 
reckless driving they had had a slight 
accident, caused by the wobbling manner in 
which they were riding. Hoe rather pitied 
them, and in that frame of mind he told then 
that he would be willing to give £1 or £1 10s. 
towards the repairs. oi the bicycle. 

Miss Butler, who was in the defendant’s 
car, gave corroborative evidence. 

The Judge said that the case presented the 
usual conflict of evidence which characterised 
such. cases. He was inclined to agree with 
the statement attributed to Father Mulderry, 
that both parties were to blame. He would, 
accordingly, dismiss the case, without allaw- 
ing either oí the parties their costs,

SIR J. SIMON’S ACCOUNT. 


From OUR PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 
WESTMINSTER, Friday. 


In his statement on the Disarmament 
Conference Sir John Simon said that the 
central feature of the British proposal was 
a complete and co-ordinated scheme, in a 
form which made no attempt to shirk any 
of the difficulties attaching to a most com- 
plicated problem. It was the British 
Draft Convention on which the basis of 
the discussions at Geneva proceeded. The 
American representative at the Conference 
explained that although at the moment 
the United States was not prepared to deal 
with that part of the British plan relating 
to security, it was the deliberate judg- 
ment of his country that the method pro- 
posed by Great Britain was the one by 
which they should proceed. 

The simplest way to regard the question 
of security was to conceive it as the image 
of three concentric circles. The closest 
and tightest of the three circles was one 
in which this country did not seek to 
enter, but it might well be that some of 
the continental countries of Europe could 
make arrangements for securing pacts of 
non-aggression. The inmost circle was 
essentially a continental matter. The 


intermediate ‘circle included all Sales 


which were members. of the League of 
Nations, and the outer circle might be said 
to embrace the whole world. It had often 
been referred to as a consultative pact. 


A NEW DEPARTURE, 


' The Kellogg Pact implied a certain new 
conception as to the position that a State 
which had signed the Kellogg Pact should 
assume, and which was looking on in the 
event of a conflict breaking out between 
two other signatories of the pact. He 
doubted whether it could any longer be 
said that because a signatory State had 
remained neutral it had to stand per- 
fectly indifferent as between the two 
parties to the conflict. It was significant 
that last week Mr. Norman Davis, the 
American representative at Geneva, in- 
timated that, so far as America was con- 
cerned, she was prepared to assert that 
the law of neutrality was capable of being 
modified, and that under certain circum- 
stances she was prepared to have it 
modified. Mr. Davis explicitly stated that 
America was not only ready to do her 
part towards a general reduction of arma- 
ments, but was willing to consult with 
other States in the case of a threat to 
peace, with a view to averting a conflict. 
That, in. his opinion, meant that the 
United States insisted that it must pre- 
serve its independent judgment as to what 
was right. or wrong. Assuming that the 
United States took the view that m any 
conflict “ A”' was the wrong-doer and 
“BE” was the oppressed, it was impor- 
tant to observe the effect of that upon the 
application of the old classical doctrine of 
neutrality. The idea of standing with 
folded arms, a mere spectator of the 
struggle between two other States, was 
abandoned in favour of the new doctrine. 
The House should note the real signi- 
ficanee of the United States declaration. 
(Hear, hear.) 

With regard to the proceedings at 
Geneva, he claimed that real progress 
had been made. At the same time, it was 
useless to disguise the fact that there were 
disturbing storm-signals about, and it was 
no use pretending that this was an ideal 
time for the signing of a convention. 
Although they all welcomed the states- 
manlike and méderate words used by 
Herr Hitler when he made his famous 
declaration, it would be foolish if they 
were to delude themselves into thinking 
they were on the eve of a definite and 
final agreement. He, however, believed 
that there was a very good spirit in the 
effort which was being made to give sup- 
port to thé British Plan. (Cheers.) .

Germany, for 
her part, admits that equality of rights 
can only be attained by stages, under 
conditions offering equality to all nations, 

4—Mentions economic reconstruction as 
a: special object of common concern. 

5—Fixes the duration of the agreement 
at ten years, with two years’ notice of 
termination. ‘ 

6—The agreement must be ratified and 
registered with the Secretariat of the 
League,

EVERYTHING IN ORDER. 


Charles F. French, Irish Aero Club, Bal- 
donnell, said that he was an instructor 
at Baldonnell Aero Club, and was at Bal- 
donnell Aerodrome at 7.35-p.m. on Wednes- 
day, when Major Dunckley, accompanied 
by Mr. Clayson, left in the aeroplane. 
Major Dunckley asked the witness if he 
could take his friend out in the ‘plane 
for a joy ride for a quarter of an hour. 

The machine was in perfect condition 
when it left, said the witness, as I had 
flown on it for about forty-five minutes 
immediately before. 

Major Dunckley was recognised as a 
competent pilot: The witness pushed the 
straps over Major Dunckley’s shoulders 
and left him to finish securing them before 
the machine left. Both men appeared to be 
in perfect health. The passenger was also 
strapped in the machine. 

The Coroner. asked whether the story 
which he had heard from the witnesses of 
the accident was consistent with good 
flying ? 

The witness answered no, and added 


that the general impression was that the 


machine was much too low for safe flying. 
Coroner—Major Dunckley was a careful 
pilot ? 
Witness—He was a very experienced 
pilot. 


A SUGGESTION, 


Was he a careful pilot? I would not 
say that he was an exceptionally careful 
pilot. I do not want you to get the im- 
pression that he was reckless, but some 
pilots have got the reputation of being ex- 
ceedingly careful. I think it unlikely, 
however, that a man of Major Dunckley’s 
experience would attempt to loop at such 
a low altitude. 

What I suggest as possible is that Major 
Dunckley was lookinz at something below 
him, and his attention was taken from the 
fiying for a short period. Perhaps, not 
realising that he was so near the water, 
he inadvertently stalled the machine. 

To the Coroner the witness said that the 
machine was in perfect condition, and he 
did not think that any defect had de- 
veloped in the engine. It was extremely 
unlikely that anything went wrong with 
the engine, and those who witnessed the 
accident may have mistaken the loop of 
the loop when the machine stalled. 

As to the supervision of the aeroplanes, 
the witness said that actually the regula- 
tions were laid down by the Ministry for 
Industry and Commerce. and they were 
complied with to the letter. That was to 
say. the machines were inspected every 
year for the renewal] of their certificate of 
airworthiness, and also every day by the 
ground engineer before flight. The certifi- 
cate of this machine was renewed on the 
tth December, 1932. Every precaution was 
taken to see that before an aeroplane went 
up that it was airworthy. The machines 
were aiways inspected, either by himself 
or the chief ground engineer, before they 
allowed a member to fly any of them, 
The machines were always in good 


ij condition as was this one. From fifteen 


hundred to two thousand feet was a safe 
altitude for looping the loop, but anything 
below one thousand feet would not be safe, 
but, of course, it all depended upon the 
pilot. i 


AERO CLUB'S SYMPATHY. 


Mr. McGonagle said that it was a most 
appalling accident, and they would agree 
with him that blame could be attached to 
no one. The machine was in competent 
hands, and he wished to express on behalf 
of the club their sympathy with the 
relatives of Major Dunckley and also with 
those of Mr. Clayson. It was particularly 
tragic thac he should have met his death 
in his first flight. Major Dunckley was 
one of the founders of the Irish Aero 
Club, and it was largely due to his efforts 
that-it came into being in 1928. His 
shrewd and kindly advive was always at 
the disposal of everybody in the club. 
He probably did more than any other man 
in this country for civil aviation, and his 
death would be a great blow to flying 
generally.

CORONER'S SUGGESTION, 


The Coroner, who stated that this case 
Was a unique one, paid a tribute to the 
energy of Acting-Superintendent Wolfe, 
ard the Guards associated with him, on the 
detailed eVidence which he had placed 
before them. He paid a tribute to the 
Seivices rendered by the three Dalkey. 
fishermen—M, Byrne, J. Hamimond, and 
T. Dowling—and also to Major Poe for 
the assistance they had rendered on the 
occasion of the tragedy. The fishermen 
had given a wonderful example of Christian 


charity. 


They must regard the evidence of Mr. 
Charles French in the light of expert 
evidence, and, as the instructor to the club, 
he had stated that everything in the club 
was done strictly in accordance with the 
letter of the law. He had told them that, 
having regard to the evidence given by 
the witness, he did not think that 
Major Dunckley was flying at an altitude 
consistent with safe flying. Also that he 
suggested that some of the witnesses had 
mistaken the loop when the machine 
stalled, and that the accident was entirely 


due to an error of judgment, 


They could never tell, he added, what 
had happened between the time the aero- 
plane struck the water and the time 
‘when the body of Major Dunckley 
was seen on the surface. It might be 
that he had acted with wonderful heroism. 
When Major Dunckley had succeeded 
in releasing himself from the straps’ on 
his shoulders he realised that his pas- 
senger was quite ignorant of how to do 
it, and it might be that he dived after 
him in an attempt to rélease his friend. 
That was quite possible: for Major 
Dunckley was drowned, and when he 
came to the surface he floated with his 
face in the water. There wore signs of 
life, but they would never know what 


happened under the water. 


MINISTRY’S OMISSION, 


Continuing, the Coroner said that the 
Ministry of Industry and Commerce sent 
out a member of the staff to give evi- 
dence. He (the Coroner) had, however. to 
comment most strongly on the fact that 
the Ministry of Industry and Commerce.

JURY AND THE

The jury returned a verdict that Major | 
Dunckley met his death by drowning, | 


caused by the aeroplane of which he was 
in charge falling into the sea off Dalkey 
Island, and that the accident was due 
to an error of judgment on his part. 

Mr, E. C. Smyth, foreman of the jury, 
expressed on their behalf their sympathy 
with the relatives of the two deceased 
men, and their appreciation of the ser- 
vices of the Civic Guard, fishermen and 
Major: Poe. He suggested that a fund 
be started for the benefit of the three 
fishermen. 

The jury, he added, considered -the re- 
marks of the Coroner about the Depart- 
ment of Industry and Commerce were jus- 
tified. That was a unique inquiry, and 
deserved more notice from the responsible 
authority. It was an essential thing that 
the control of aeroplane clubs, or such in- 
stitutions, should be brought more 
directly under the surveillance of the de- 
partment concerned. They considered that 
the appointment of a competent inspector 
should be made. |

MH. CLAYSON'S BODY 
FOUND. 

The active search which has been 
carried on by the Dalkey fishermen, 
assisted by the Dalkey Civic Guard, for 
the missing aeroplane and the body of 
Mr. Clayson was rewarded yesterday 
evening. 

The sunken machine was located during 
the afternoon, and after strennous efforts 
it was raised from the bottom of the sea 
and towed into Coliemore Harbour. 
Dalkey. Mr. Clayson’s body was in the 
passenger's seat, and it was clear that 
he must have made a great effort to 
release himself when he found that he was 
trapped. The straps by which he had 
been secured in the seat were wrenched 
from the side of the machine, his over- 
coat was torn, and his helmet smashed. 

The machine was a wreck, and it was 
found that some of the wires had been 
entangled in Mr. Clayson’s legs and had 
prevented him from rising to the surface. 

In the search four boats were joined in 


a line, and when all their grappling irons | 


had taken a grip of the wreck the machine 
was siowly brought to the surface. ‘Then 
some of the ropes broke and the aero- 
plane disappeared. 

Again the boatmen lowered the 
grappling irens, and for the second time 
the machine was brought up and slowly 
towed to Dalkey. Other boats came to the 
assistance of the rescuers, and the proces- 
sion was watched by hundreds of people 
on the shore.
